AuendmenU to the Bankruptcy loot. 


The changes made in the national 


backruptcy law in the passage by con- 
gress of tb* bill for Its amendment art 
in the line of ameliorating the condi- 
tions of th* .bankrupt, though they do 
not apparently in any degree make It 
easier for disbooesl debtors to defraud 
thoir credltbn. The fees taxable under 
the amended. law are reduced so as to 
make bautruptcy proceeding* less, ex- 
pensive, and provision is made that 
bankruptcy indexes and dockets soall 
be open to public examination without 
charge. 
. 


A wise amendment Is one prohibiting 


any person r:«rn getting rid of the poj- 
ment of alimony or any debt of tifcat 
kind under tbe bankruptcy act 


In interpreting the old law tbe fed- 


eral supreme court held that a creditor 
could not prove bis claim if he bad re^ 
celveU a payment on any debt against 
the debtor, provided the debtor's prop- 
erty was not equal to his debts. Th* 
payment might have been received in- 
nocently- and in ignorance of the debt- 
or's insolvency. That made no differ- 
ence. It roust be surrendered or the 
creditor could not prove an undisputed 
claim. The act as amended makes any 
payment made four months before the 
filing of the petition a preference, if 
the debtor was Insolvent at the time. 
If the creditor bad any reason to be- 
lieve Uiat it was Intended as a prefer- 
ence he'must surrender tbe property or 
its volume. 


Altogfiber tbe amendments will Im- 


prove and strengthen the law and set- 
tle questions of long and troublesome 
dispute. Tbe necessity of a federal 
bankruptcy code, operative In all the 
States of the Union, was long ago ap 
parent, ami thus amplified and per 
fee-ted it should meet tbe conditions oj 
business it is intended to cover witl 
Justice alike to the creditor and the In 
solvent debtor.

its pure air, health giving mineral 
springs and infinite— yea, infinite— pos- 
sibilities for rest and sweet day dreams! 
Why do not Americans explore their 
own West Indies? Why not do their 
yachting over the charmed watens of 
their own Caribbean sea? Here is 
something new to be learned, some- 
thing that is cot the eternal feeding 
nnd flirting, dressing, gambling and 
parading at Xice and Monaco and oth- 
er south Europe towns. Or have Amer~ 
lean rich people lost all taste for the 
natural and the restful? 


Faith, I wonder how many Ameri- 


cans even know that Kingston is the 
capital of Jamaica. Here the English 
crown governor resides, and it is the 
leading seaport of the beautiful island. 
Invalids and those seeking rest after 
overwork and overdis&patton would 
like Jamaica perhaps better than the 
gay and healthy, for it la not a wildly 
hilarious spot. Malaria, dysentery and 
yellow fever used to be here in the old 
Spanish times, but when the English 
.got the island they cleaned it up, ac- 
cording to their custom of sanifying 
their tropical colonial cities, and now 
Jamaica is as healthful as Switzerland 
and far more agreeable as to winter 
climate than that land of tourists.

What is of more immediate impor- 


tance to the people of tins city is that 
the new canal and power house will re- 
sult In a civic development that was 
impossible in the old days. For ono 
reason alone, the absence of cheap 
power, Sault Ste. Mane has been back- 
ward of growth. Coal has always been 
very costiy, so that, despite the natural 
advantages, despite the city's location 
in a vast mining region and on the 
banks of government canals, the place 
has never boasted a population of more 
than 20,000 people. With the advent of 
cheap power all this will surely be 
changed, and it is small wonder that

when the canal and power house were 
completed the town passed* a resolution 
to the effect that— 


"We are celebrating the completion 


of the greatest xvater power develop- 
ment in the world, which is to revolu- 
tionize the industrial conditions not 
only of this city, but the entire countiy 
surrounding, and marks a new era in 
our history. This event will impress 
upon the outside world our possibilities 
us a manufacturing center, and upon 
our own people all that the develop 
ment of water power really means " 


How this change was made possible 


Is an interesting story in itself. The 
only outlet of Lake Superior is the St 
Mary's river, which empties Into Lake 
Quron, but which is uunavigable ow 
ing to falls of twenty feet. To over- 
come this both the United States and 
the Canadian governments built ship 
canals several years ago, thus stimulat 
ing the commerce of the great lakes 
But until recent years it did not occui 
to any one that the difference in level 
between Superior and Huron might be 
utilized to furnish the power that was- 
so badly needed by Sault Ste Mane 


To make use of this difference in 


level a canal two and a half miles louy: 
has been built from Lake Superior to 
a point in the St. Mary's river far be 
low the falls. Just befoie the drop into 
the river the canal spieads the water 
out into a pond, making the fall more 
than a quarter of a mile in width 
Across this extensive expanse the huge 
power house has been built. 


Without doubt the building is thu 


longest strttctute in the world, bemj,' 
1,368 feet in length. It is suppoited by 
eighty-one arches, through which the 
water flows. Three hundred and twen 
ty turbines transmit the power to 
eighty generators, each of 500 horse 
power. Each of the huge dynamos thus 
affected is a wonder in itself, for on ac- 
count of the peculiar way in which 
they are run there must not be the 
slightest difference in the wiring, and 
the revolutions of all the machines 
must be identical. 


One peculiar outcome of the building 


of the canal has been the construction 
of what are known as compensating 
works. Before the great power scheme 
had been completed lake men realized 
the great loss the lake would su&taiu in 
having 30,000 cubic feet of water with- 
drawn every second. It was asserted, 
and not without reason, that w ithin n 
fow years Superior would not be fit i'or 
navigation. Complaint was made to 
the war department, and the protest of 
the lake men was upheld, the engineers 
being ordered to devise some menus of 
compensation for this great drain. 


For some time the problem was n 


baffling one, but it was finally found 
that the solution lay In damming the 
St. Mary's river, which was a flow and 
fall of water useless in itself. A hu^u 
dam was constructed Just above th<> 
rapids and sluice gates, each fifty-four 
feet long and thirteen feet high nnd 
mnde of steel plates, which were so ar- 
ranged that they could at will dlmfnlsh 
the flow of water in the river. The re- 
sult wa» all that could be desired. 


Already the "Soo" I» beginning to fool 


the effects of cheap power. A railroad 
to Hudson bay Is being built to bring 
down tho products of the great coun- 
try to the north. Ores can now bo 
mined and taken to tbe smelters and 
refiners.

booming. A government report just 
issued shows that the net freight ton

Admiral 
Dupont's task was to maintain a 
blockade against Charleston and keep 
tbe enemy's ships from carrying arms 
or supplies from England to the pent 
up Confederacy. McAllister stood at 
the mouth of the Og«whc>«» river 011 
the Georgia coa>»t to guard tbe cban 
nel and shield the movements of Con 
federate blockade runners using that 
entrance, one of the few which the 
Federals bad not securely closed. It 
was at the southern extremity of the 
coast region which Dupont was at 
tempting to subjugate.

The ship had alreadj 
made history ns u daring blockade 
runner. She was a fine, swift side 
wheel steamer built for trade betweer 
New York and Charleston. The Con 
federates seized her after tbe fall ol 
Surnter, and she was scut out as a ship 
of war with an armament of two 1; 
pounder guns and a crew of forty men 
In October, 1861, she ran the Federa 
blockade out of Charleston and won 
the distinction of flying the first Con 
federate flag In British waters. She 
captured and burned a Yankee gulp in 
the entrance of the British channel and 
was held under surveillance by tbe 
United States warship Tuscarora fot 
several weeks. 


In February, 3862, tbe Nashville waa 


again in American waters and by a 
daring trick ran through tbe Federal 
blockading fleet into Beaufort, N. C.

stranded l.iiOO yards from the Mon- 
tauk beyond a marsh of tall canes. 
The upper decks of the cruiser were 
visible from the turret of the monitor. 


The moment his wooden consorts 


opened upou the fort Worden trained 
his guns upon the Nashville. 
The 


cruiser had often been sighted before 
by Federal ships recounoitenng around 
the fort and had always eluded cap- 
ture and battle by fleeing up the river. 
Worden determined to finish her novv* 
thnt she lay at his mercy before she 
could float and get back up the river. 
All the gxms of the fort poured their 
eight inch and teu inch shots upon the 
Montauk, but Worden ignoied theni 
entirely, and in turn the Confederate 
gunners ignored tbe wooden ships 
Only one shot from the fort struck the 
gunboats, and that was from a thirty- 
two pounder and did but little damage 


Tbe lire of the fort upon the monitor 


was fast and furious, but the gunners 
were evidently excited and desperate, 
for out of the hundreds aimed at the 
Montauk only fhe found the little tar- 
get. 
Worden got accurate range on 


the Nashville in spite of the fog. He 
was as close to the obstructions in the 
channel as it was safe to go. The first 
few shells of the Montauk set the 
crui&er on fire in tbe wooden upper 
works, and about that time the fog 
grow denser, completely shutting off 
the view from the Federal gunners. 
Still they continued firing according to 
the direction and elevation already ob- 
tained. 


It was just twenty minutes after 


Worden fired his first shot when the 
flames burst out on the Nashville. 
Then thirty minutes of dense fog in- 
tervened, and at the end of fifty min- 
utes, the fog clearing, it was seen that 
the fire had increased. A pivot gun 
mounted abaft the mainmast of the 
burning cruiser exploded from the in 
ten:»e heat, aud a few minutes later 
her smokestack disappeared under a 
good shot from the turret of the Mon- 
tnuU. The flames soou reached the 
umguziuo of the ship, which exploded 
with tremendous force, leaving the 
cruiser a smoking ruin.

But Forrest's men were swann- 
ug in all directions and Van Dorn 
losing down upon tbe position, which 
was already under fire of hia guns, be 
having passed beyond the station in 
triumphant pursuit It was, for Co- 
burn, surrender or a frightful massa- 
cre, and be surrendered. 


The fight had lasted five hours. For- 


rest held tbe road In Coburn's rear.

The Richmond, after 
getting clear of the Hartford, was 
struck by a shot in the safety valves 
which upset them and made her en- 
gines useless. Tbe Genesee, lashed to 
the Richmond, tried to pull her wound- 
ed consort through, but her power was 
too weak against the strong current. 
These two turned back and anchored 
below the batteries.

The educational 
department of the church has prepared 
a special serv ice mtioducmg scenes 
fiom the life of Wesley, and it will be 
presented by all the schools of the de- 
nomination on children's day, the sec 
ond Sunday iu June. 


John Wesley was born in Epworth, 


England, on June 17, 1703. He came of 
a long line of ministers of the Church 
of England. He early showed signs of 
religious zeal and organized a class of 
young men for special work. Among 
them were his brother Charles, after- 
ward the famous hymn writer, and 
George Whitefield, destined to become 
a great evangelist. In 1734 Governor 
Oglethorpe took out to Georgia kis fa- 
mous colony of debtors, spendthrifts 
and adventurers, and John Wesley ac- 
cepted his imitation to accompany him 
as missionary to the colony and the 
Indians. 


After remaining in this country two 


years and four mouths he returned to 
England, and in 1730 the Wesleyan 
church was organized In 1773 Francis 
Asbury was sent over to organize the 
church m the United States. 


The honor of holding the first cele- 


bration commemorative of Wesley is 
claimed by New York because it was 
iu that city that the first soi \ ice of the 
Methodist Episcopal church in Ameri- 
ca was held It was in 1700 that Bar- 
bara Heck and Philip Embury held the 
first service in Embury's house and in 
1707

John street church were bought, mid 
the Wesley chapel was dedicated be- 
fore tho arrival of Asbuiy and Dr.
